‘The requisition from Nine Subscribers to the Fund 
resilent in Cuttack was then read from the Chair, 
together with the proposcd changes in Rules IIT, VIET. | 
and XI. as published in the Bengal Hurkarw, India 
Gazette, John Bull, Caloutta Courier, and Calowtta 
Géxete, during tho last six weeks. 

‘The Chairman then pracceded to put the proposed 
changes in the Rulez,—seriatim. 

Ist. ‘That in Jicu of Regulation III. the following
